Getting off the subject, but it has 
always been a m ystery to me why 
people w ill go to the doctor, pay 
him good money, and then 
not 
follow his advice. Oh they w ill until 
they get to feeling better and then 
they suddenly know m ore about 
m edicine than the Physician. This 
is especially true concerning high 
bloodpressure and believe it or not 
folks the doctor d id n 't w rite that 
antibiotic prescrtption for IO days 
w orth of m edicine so you could 
have 3 days Therapy left the next 
tim e you catch the "s a m e " thing. 
Even the tre a tm e n t of TB has 
gone through several phases that 
seem to be opposite in character. 
F irst, it was plenty of fresh a ir, 
sunshine, and exercise. Then it was 
com plete bed rest no exercise, and 
isolation in a hospital for 2 or 3 
years. Now they keep you in the 
hospital for 2 or 3 months, give you 
some pills and send you home. 
One of the best ways to keep from 
catching TB is to stay away from 
people who have the bug and are 
not taking the ir m edicine. Which is 
like saying the best prevention of 
snake bite is not to step on a rattle 
snake. By for the best preventive 
method is a periodic exam ination 
and if TB is discovered it can be 
knocked out before it can do any 
dam age and 
before 
it

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The Press and the American Revolution— 
Meaning Of Revolution Explored

fall 
of 
1775, 
A m ericans 
w ere 
in­ 
creasingly uncertain of their 
loyalties. 
F ighting 
had 
erupted and 
the 
terrible 
carnage of Bunker Hill was 
fresh in m emory. 
At this very tim e the in­ 
vasion of Canada was un­ 
derway. Where would these 
events take us? How long 
would our traditional loyalty 
to the British crown con­ 
tinue? 
Hope for reconciliation 
was not entirely gone. On 
July 5, 1775, the Second 
C o n tin e n ta l 
C o n g re ss 
adopted the “ Olive Branch 
Petition’’ (written by John 
Dickinson of Pennsylvania) 
expressing American loyalty 
to George III, and asking the 
king 
to 
provide 
for 
negotiation of differences. 
Resolution Adopted 
The next day, however, 
C ongress 
adopted 
the 
resolution 
d rafted 
by 
Thom as 
Jefferso n 
and 
Dickinson 
called 
the 
“Declaration of the Causes 
and Necessity of Taking up 
A rm s.” 
R ejecting 
in ­ 
dependence, the authors 
asserted that the colonists 
were determ ined to fight for 
“the preservation 
of our 
liberties; 
being with one 
mind Resolved to dye Free­ 
men 
ra th e r 
than 
Live 
Slaves.” 
B ritain’s policies of that 
time held out little hope of a 
quiet se ttlem en t 
of the 
dispute with the colonies. 
P a rlia m e n t had adopted 
m easu res in the spring, 
which 
excluded 
New 
E ng lan d ers 
from 
the 
fisheries 
of 
the 
North 
A tlantic 
and 
severely 
restricted colonial trade. 
Termed Rebellion 
On Aug. 23, 1775, a royal 
proclam ation declared that, 
the colonies were in a stater 
of open rebellion. Soon it was 
learned that George III had 
refused to receive the “Olive 
Branch Petition.” 
The torn and uncertain 
feelings of Am ericans can be 
seen in a letter of Jam es 
Duane, a New York delegate 
to Congress. “ We are con­ 
tending,” he wrote, “with 
the State from which we 
spring, with those who were

fa th e rs, 
our 
guardians, our 
brethren... 
Let this ever be considered 
as

M ercenaries Opposed 
One British policy that

cenaries against free men 
struggling for their rights!

Burke deplored using the 
“sword of German boors and

men whose only crim e was 
fighting for freedom. 
Colonial newspapers not 
only reflected the growing 
indignation 
of 
m any 
Americans, but they also 
helped 
to 
p re p a re 
the 
popular m ind for m ore 
revolutionary steps. Editors 
sought to convince readers 
th at th eir re sista n c e to 
British rule was both just 
and practicable. In all but 


very few places the papers 
condem ned B rita in ’s op­ 
p ressiv e 
policies 
and 
denounced royal 
officials. 
Governor Blasted 
The 
Williamsburg, 
Va., 
newspapers, safely out of 
reach of the royal governor, 
accused Lord Dunmore of 
“poisoning the minds of the 
people,” looting plantations 
along Chesapeake Bay and 
inciting 
a 
slave 
in ­ 
su rrectio n . Up n orth in 
Rhode 
Island, 
Solom on 
Southwick of the Newport 


M ercury told readers that 
their 
city 
faced 
“hellish 
ty ra n n y , oppression and 
plunder.” 
An 
effective 
trick 
of 
colonial propagandists was 
to intercept B ritish' letters 
and 
use 
dam aging 
statem ents to further arouse 
the people. Sometimes they 
embellished the letters a bit 
for better effect. 
Letter Published 
T h e 
N e w - E n g l a n d 
Chronicle, (May 12,1775) for 
exam ple, published a letter 


allegedly written by one of 
G eneral G ag e’s soldiers. 
This ra th e r grim 
piece 
charged that the Americans 
were “as bad as the Indians 
for scalping and cutting dead 
m en’s ears and noses off.” 
U ntrue, 
of 
course, 
but 
irritating propaganda. 
D espite 
the 
ceaseless 
b a rra g e ag ain st the un­ 
co n stitutional 
acts 
of 
Parliam ent, there was still 
strong opposition to in­ 
dependence in the sum m er 
and fall of 1775. Statem ents 


of loyalty 
to 
Britain by 
colonial governments and by 
the C ontinental C ongress 
were common. A writer in 
the New-Hampshire Gazette 
d eclared that the “ very 
idea” 
of 
separation 
was 
“amazingly absurd.” 
Few Spokesmen 
U n f o r t u n a t e l y 
f o r 
A m erican 
L oyalists and 
m oderates, they had few 
effective spokesmen, and it 
was increasingly dangerous 
to say anything hostile to the 


Patriot cause. The few Tory 
newspapers that continued 
in operation soon found they 
were fighting a losing battle. 
Prominent 
conservatives 
like 
Joseph 
Galloway 
of 
Pennsylvania and Isaac Low 
of New York declined to 
serve in the Second Con­ 
tinental Congress. Shortly 
these Loyalists would flee to

Abraham to Jesus 
Covenants Viewed

Abraham’s early life was 
lived without covenant, but 
the latter part of his life he 
lived 
under 
the 
first 
covenant (Gen. 17). 
When the law of Moses was 
announced, the covenant of 
circumcision was still valid 
(Ex. 19:5). This was from 
Moses 80th year up to the 
time of Messiah. 
Jesus lived His entire life 
under the first covenant with 
the Law of Moses, but had 
complete authority over it 
(Matt. 12:8). He delegated 
necessary authority to His 
apostles, and overwhelmed 
them with the Holy Spirit so 
that they spoke inerrantly in 
announcing the terms of 
pardon. 
His death made effective 
His last Will and Testament 
or Covenant, 
and Simon 
Peter was the executor of 
this Will (Matt. 16:19; Acts 
2:14; Acts IO). Peter an­ 
nounced the term s of pardon 
from sin to the Jews in Acts 
2:38 and the same to the 
Gentiles in Acts 10:43 and 
Acts 11:18.

The Passover of the second 
covenant was followed by 
Pentecost with the salvation 
of 3,000 The first was of law, 
the second of love. 
This 
day 
with 
its 
proclamation of the terms of 
pardon and their acceptance 
by 3,000, can justly be 
referred to as the birthday of 
the church. “The Lord ad­ 
ded” them together. 
Ours is not to make the 
terms of admission to the 
church of Christ, but to make 
the divine term s plain. We 
should not invite people to 
“join church,” cut to accept 
the terms of pardon offered 
by Christ. When they submit 
to His terms, He adds them 
to His body. 
Why 
should 
we 
not 
recognize all as such? Why 
should any wish to be 
separated from others? 
If sin alone can separate 
us from God, sin alone can 
separate us from God s 


people. 
The 
sin 
of 
denom inationalism sepa­ 
rated Christians from each 
other. This sin will be 
eradicated only when we 
cease to sin the sins of ex­ 
clusiveness and spiritual 
pride. 
Why not permit the love of 
Christ to lead us back to the 
divine plan? Salvation, for 
us, is found in the cross—not 
before. Christ enunciated the 
great 
principles of His 
kingdom , but 
gave the 
apostles power to forgive 
and retain sins on earth and 
in heaven (John 20:21-23). 
They have announced the 
term s of this forgiveness 
once for all (Acts 2:36-38), 
and as they have left the 
record of their work, work 
guided by the Holy Spirit, we 
must take that record as our 
authority. 
Conclusion 
Many divisions in the 
church 
(denom inations) 
have arisen because men, 
while rightly regarding the 
entire 
Bible 
as 
God s 
revelation to man, have not 
made the same distinction 
between the various portions 
that is evident to the close 
student of the Word. 
The New Testament is the 
record of salvation. It can 
build men up and assure 
them of an abundant life 
with God. What more can 
any man want? Let’s unite 
on the New Testament and 
heal 
the open 
sore 
of 
Christendom —the sin of 
denominationalism. 
Next week we will look at 
“Christ’s Purpose for the 
Church.”
